Siiienlit Wd Wik tksvedllp ak kis position: ‘He 
feels that he is only on his trial, and that the 


presumptions of the Government, and it may |

"that the least error in judgment will probably 
Jead to. his dismissal. If under’ these 
Circumstances, he did. not become over- 
nervous and over-sensible of his responsibil- 
ity, he would be either more or less than bu- 
man ; and being nervous, he naturally -be- 
comes timid. Feeling satisfied that he will 
haye to bear the whole burden of the ‘blame 
of any reverse that may .occur, he shrinks, 
and shrinks; from running any risk; 


and at last, by way of being perfeotly securé 


against miscarriage,-he refuses to do any- 
thing in - which’ miscarriage’ can possibly 
occur, and this, in war, means total inaction. 
Now, wé will hot. say. ho modest man, with 
ordinary doubts of his own genius, but: no 
nian with ordinary self-respect, likes to aé- 
cept any position, however high, which is 
strrounded by drawbacks of this kind.’ No- 
body can do his best if he is conscious that 
his superiors até. watching his work with 
hostile eyes, and are. ready to ‘make. the 
first indication of moral or mental infirmity 
the signal for his. diemiseal. A. generous 
confidence, and generous appreciation of dif- 
ficulties on the part of the Government, is 
absolutely necessary to secure the display of 
his-highest qualitics “on the ‘part of the 
General. .Wedo not. mean by this that a 
blockhead ‘ie to be. allowed to blunder on 
month after month out of one scrape into 
another aw long a8 a regiment remains to 
follow him: but we do think that. a.man: Jike 
Gen. Meapz, who won @ great ‘battle within 
three days of his ‘Assuming the command of 
the army, and who is the first officer opposed 
to Lzx who has proved himself his match in 
marching and mancuvring, is entitled to 
more than six months’ trial. 
There seems to be a pnotion in some quar- 
ters that by changing Generals frequently, a 
man will be hit upon at last who will march 
to Richmond. We predict, onthe contrary, 
that aslong as these changes go on, each Gen- 
eral will be less likely to accomplish this feat 
than the last ; for each one will have less of 
his own confidence and less of the soldiers’ 
confidence, and will shrink with greater dread 
from the ordeal under. which so many have 
broken down. It must not be forgottenthat 
a similar policy pursued in the West would 
have deprived us of Gnant; and that if We. 
Lineton had been shelved because Moonz only 


._ knew how to retreat, and because Darifrwrte 


was an imbecile, and because the Goverfiment 
was in a “hurry, Waterloo would in all proba- 
bility never have been fought. 


There is one other thing to be taken into 
account in judging of Gen, Mzanz's qualifica- 
tions, and that is, that the problem which it 
bas been for the Army of the Potomac to solve, 
has, since McCreiian’s day. been essentially 
changed. It is no longer to take Richmond 
by hook or by crook; but to take Richmond, 
and at the same time cover Washington. The 
enemy is at any moment ready to exchange 
his capital for ours, If we take Richmond, 
we capture a large town and little else ; .if he 
takes Washington he becomes in the eyes of 
the world, as long as he holds it, thé de facto 
Government of the United States. The anx- 
lety of the Administration about Washington, 
is therefore perfectly natural and justifiable. 
But it must not be forgotten, that the very 
fact that it isso, enormously increases the 
burden ‘of the responsibility resting on the 
commander of the army as long as there is only 
one .army: _ It.is very rare ia any war for 4 
general to find himself. in a. position, in 
which the loss of a ‘single great battle 
may place. the capital in the hands 
of the enemy; and we will add further, that it 
is a position in which no General ought to be 
placed, if itis physically possible to avoid it. 
‘Phere are but few brains that can work freely 
with sucha weight pressing upon them; and 
very few soldiers whocan go into action with 
‘the proper amount of heart and hope, when 
any of thé’ smal) accidents, which in war so 
often frustrate the best laid plans, may entail 
not simply,a defeat, but bring the nation to the 
‘vergeof ruin, It is only the desperate defen- | 


» | der of a desperate.cause who ought ever be 
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‘dred miles, and carrying on naval ope 7 
upon, the rivers and i Ribiening waters of 
the’ Southern States,” he. reviews. rapid- 
ly. the different. squadrons into which 
our naval force is divided—the - North 
Atlantic Squadron,; the South. “Atlantic 
Squadron, the Eastern Gulf Squadron, . the 
Western.. Gulf, Squadron; the Mississipp! 
Squadron, the Pacific Squadron, the. Potomac 
Fiotitla, and the vessels in the East India and 
‘Ohina Seas—and shows that each of them has 
done’ tiportant’ work. “An, exhibit of the 
present strength of our navy, as compared 
with last year, is furnished, and an exhibit of 
its prospective strength when the Vessels 
under construction shall be completed. Eve- 
rybody in the land will certainly study these 
tables with minute attention. The Secretary 
discusses various desirable improvements in 
naval vessels, and, we are glad to see, refers 
ia than once to speed as a necessity.of 
‘He again urges, at length and strong- 
6 4 “the necessity for 9 new. Navy-yard 
on & latge Beale. Great delay has arisen from 
the tnabilty of our public yards and shops to 
‘execute the necessary repair and refitment of 
vessels, He also refers to the fact that, while. 
we have several Navy “yards for building 
wooden vessels, the Government possesses” 
not @ single yard and establishment for cor- 
stracting those of iron, nor ever’ for making 
plates and shafting ; and says that. there are 
no parties in this’ country fully prepared to 
build iron vessels of the magnitude and de- 
scription required. Beside the necessity of a 
fit Navy-yard on the Atlantic seaboard, he 
again urges the expediency of establishing a 
naval depot, yard ‘and foundry at some ac- 
cessible and suitable point on one of the rivers 
in the valley of the Mississippi. 

Secretary Wriues goes on to discuss almost 
every question of interest bearing in any way 
upon the efficiency of our navy. He dilates 
upon the rebel privateers and their depreda- 
tions, upon the prises captured . by our navy; 
upon the Naval Academy, the necessity for 
better education for our naval engineers and 
navy officers, the promotion of volunteer 
officers, and the scarcity of seamen, upon the 
marine corps andthe coast survey, upon naval 
ordnance and lights and signals. at sea, upon 
the contract system, the expenses and esti- 
mates of his department; etc., etc. He closes 
by saying that “‘the navy ofthe United States 
has achieved a great and new historical re- 
nown; thatit has expanded. and is expand 
ing in @ measure commensurate with the exi- 
geneies of the country and of the times ; that 
it has done and is doing heroic service in a 
great and sacred. cause, and that. its force is 
wielded by a body of officers and men who 
have established the.highest claim to the 
gratitude of their country.” 


The Report of the Secretary of War, 

Secretary Stawton has issued. a. terse and 
business-like document. He opehs with «a 
brief glance at the operations of the year; and 
congratulates the country upon our military 
achievements, the brilliancy of ‘whith, 
he éays, has not been surpassed in any 
age. ‘The forces of the National Gov-: 
ernment . are now . firmly. planted 
on the soll of every. rebel State. The. ques- 
tion of the exchange of prisofiers.is reviewed, 
but no new. light is shed ‘upon the subject. 
The statements regarding the bad faith. and- 
violation of cartel’on the part of the enemy’ 
are very plainly made, and the, case is now 
fully. understood. .The . Secretary. confirms 
the statement lately made by Gen. Hitoncocx 
that we have now over forty thousgnd 
prisoners of war in our. hands, while 
the enemy hold” but thirteen thousand 
of . ours. Because the enemy “demand 
that we shall. liberate, our. possessions for 
theirs, and because they refuse to deliver up 
the colored soldiers and their white officers, 
the exchange is suspended... Mr, Srawrow 


says, in substance, that our Government det 


clines to furnish the rebels with a fresh ariny 


of forty thousand men. on their own terms, -

per annum; the Patent Office has issued 
nearly four thousand patents: during the 
past year; the “Government Asylum for the

Anindisposition on the 
part of the negroes to colonize is noted, and 
in view of the new policy of the Government 
toward them it is now questionable whether 
the effort shquid be kept.up. It is suggested 
that thousands of free colored laborers may 
be profitably employed in the construction 
of the Pacific Railroad. _ The establishment 
of a Bureau of National Statistics is earnest- 
ly recommended, because it will contribute to 
the advancement of all the public intereste— 
commerce, agriculture, finance, &¢.—and 
enable the Government to permanenily pre- 
serve the experience and statistical know!- 
edge it has gained. The rest of the Report 
treats mainly of affairs in the Distriet of 
Columbia; all of which are represented a in 
cdmmendable shape.
